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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The fact that one figure may be generic to all species (however, see below) does not 
relieve applicant of the 35 USC 121 requirement to elect one species for examination (or to 
admit clearly on the record that they are obvious variants). Applicant is invited to suggest any 
potentially clearer definitions of distinct species to avoid burdensome searching and thereby 
expedite the examination of this application. 



2. This application contains claims directed to the foUov^ng patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: Contrary to applicant's assertion in Paper No. 9 (10/9/01) that all claims 
1-135 are drawn to Fig. 13, at least claims 14 and its dependents are distinct from Fig. 13. 

(Note claim 14 for example recites a first circle "compris[ing] the vertices of the 
polygon" (p. 56 line 35) and the "polygon is defined having centers of primary elements in its 
vertices" (p. 56 lines 28-29), but Fig. 13 instead shows first circle "not enclosing any part of any 
primary elements" (as recited in e.g., claim 1 line 18, claim 18 p.57 lines 29-30, et al).) 
Further, claims esp. 9 and 54 may represent furthermore restrictable species and/or intermediate- 



Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, at least claims 9 and 54 appear to be generic. 

Applicant is invited to suggest any potentially clearer definitions of distinct species to 
avoid burdensome searching and thereby expedite the examination of this application. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the

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species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
